L. A. SHIPBUILDING 
RESUMED YESTERDAY 


LONG BEACH, Nov. 10.—The 
Southwestern Shipbuflding Company 
of Hast San Pedro resumed opera- 
tions today after being tied up 
since October 1 by the svrike. 
Thirty-five hundred men _ returned 
to work in the yards, while 600 
men seeking employment were 
turned away. Hundreds of ship- 
yard workers from San Francisco 
and other Pacific Coast points were 
reported to be seeking work here. 
The return o union men to work 
in the Southwestern yards has not 
yt been sanctioned by the Metal 
Trades Council. 


ESPOINAGE LAW IS 
UPHELD BY COURT 


WASHINGTON, Nov 10.—The 
Supreme Court held today that 
Congress had authority to enact the 
espionage law. 

The court upheld the decisiow of 
lower courts against Jacob Abrans 
apd others who were convicted of 
circulating revolutionary and dis- 
loyal leaflets printed in English and 
Yiddish. The leaflets were cir- 
culated in Manhattan. 

The leaflets, published in August, 
1918, urged American workers to 
overthrow the government and join 
Russia in the soviet form of gov- 
ernment, the Federal attorneys 
demonstrated. 

In making its decision the court 
indicated a strong sentiment in 
favor of upholding the Department 
of Justice’s campaign against revo- 


lutionists. 

“The defendants favored general 
strikes and a social revolution to 
keep the American army at home,” 
said the court’s decision.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 10.—Pre-
